Vietnam vets welcome ‘wall that heals’ 


Barn preservation to 
be re-prioritized, re-bid

V eterans in Agawam are 
preparing for a visit by a 
wall that brings people to¬ 
gether. 

This weekend, the Eastern 
States Exposition will sponsor 
and host a traveling Vietnam 
veterans memorial similar to the 
iconic wall in Washington, D.C. 
For local veterans of the conflict, 
such as Agawam native Gary 
Janulewicz, it’s a chance to pay 
respects to those who died in uni¬ 
form and often part of a personal 
healing process that continues, 
decades later. 

“Vietnam was tough for many 
of the soldiers who served and 
made it back,” he said. “Many 
people were wounded and a lot of 
people lost their lives there.” 

He said many, like himself, 
suffer from post-traumatic stress 
disorder from their wartime ex¬ 
perience. 

“Hill No. 159 was overrun when 


1 was there,” he said. “1 remember 
it when 1 see the clock hit 1:59 and 
when 1 am on Main Street, which 
is Route 159.” 

He said the wall that is coming 
to West Springfield can bring him 
and others some solace because it 
is a chance for the veterans to see 
their friends and fellow soldiers 
honored the way they were sup¬ 
posed to be. 

John Hurley, another veteran 
of the war, said because many 
Americans regarded the Vietnam 
War as a mistaken conflict for the 
United States — and as a military 
loss — the soldiers were not treat¬ 
ed the same way that veterans of 
previous conflicts had been. 

“A lot of people who served did 
not get the welcome home that 
they deserved,” said Hurley. “And 
they deserved better than that. 
The soldiers went there to serve 
the country, because that is what 
they were ordered to do.”

Plans for preservation work 
on the School Street Barn haven’t 
been redrawn, but the town is re¬ 
defining its priorities after bids 
exceeded the budget earlier this 
year. 

Under the new specifications, 
work that was considered part 
of the base bid will instead be 
listed as “alternate” options and 
may be omitted if there is not 
enough money to complete the 
project. Jennifer Bonfiglio, the 
town’s chief procurement officer, 
said the town hopes that limiting 
the scope of the base bid will al¬ 
low the town to hire a contractor 
within the $447,000 allocated for 
the project. The alternates could 
then be added on if the base proj¬ 
ect comes in under budget, or if 
the contingency fund built in to 
the bid is not expended. 


The base bid will include a 
new asphalt shingle roof, the re¬ 
placement or repair of rafters and 
building frame posts and beams, 
replacement of damaged or rot¬ 
ting wood batten boards on the 
siding, and a new wooden base¬ 
ment door, among other work. 

Some of the items that will 
now be considered optional al¬ 
ternates — there are 12 alternate 
sections—include new joists and 
columns to strengthen the floor; 
a crushed stone floor in the base¬ 
ment; a new concrete foundation; 
a new interior stairway and chair 
lift for handicap access; and other 
electrical, carpentry and roofing 
work. 

The proposed work on School 
Street Barn will not allow it to re¬ 
open to the public.

Traveling wall 
worth a visit 

G o see the wall. 

A traveling replica of the Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial will be at the Eastern States Exposi¬ 
tion grounds in West Springfield this week, with free 
admission, open 24 hours a day until 4 p.m. Sunday, 
Aug. 21. For those who have never seen the perma¬ 
nent memorial — on the National Mall in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. — it’s worth the short trip across the bridge 
to Memorial Avenue. 

It is a simple monument to a complicated war. It 
is something that all Americans should see, because 
it is unlike any other war memorial. Because Vietnam 
was unlike any other war. 

The veterans of the Vietnam War, of course, 
weren’t much different from their fathers and grand¬ 
fathers and great-grandfathers who fought in the 
World Wars. 

They, too, left behind wives and girlfriends, par¬ 
ents and siblings to risk their lives for what our lead¬ 
ers assured us were vital national security interests 
abroad. Many of them, too, were drafted into the ser¬ 
vice, or volunteered because they knew they would 
be drafted, and were torn from peaceful civilian oc¬ 
cupations and forced to become part of a machine 
for killing. All of them, like their predecessors, saw 
their friends killed, saw their comrades killed, saw 
their brothers killed. 

They were traumatized by their wars, like all good 
people are traumatized by war. But the united home 
front that soothed the trauma in 1918 and 1945 was 
itself too traumatized, in 1975, to ease our soldiers 
back into civilian life. Almost everyone agreed with 
our defense of democracy in the two World Wars, and 
the entire nation had mobilized to support the war 
effort. Vietnam was fought by a deeply divided na¬ 
tion, however. Far from exemplars of American val¬ 
ues, its soldiers became symbols of a conflict that half 
the nation had opposed and the other half was now 
eager to forget. Far from conquering heroes, they be¬ 
came symbols of defeat. 

As American society failed to support its returning 
veterans, the nation also began to grapple with how 
to memorialize the dead. Memorials to previous wars 
had established a traditional form: granite, bronze 
and marble; flags, stars and eagles; high-flown words 
like “liberation” and “freedom” and “democracy.” They 
celebrated military sacrifice as proof that Americans 
will lay down their lives for a just cause. 

But many Americans didn’t believe that Vietnam 
was a just cause. A traditional monument wouldn’t 
be appropriate. When the Vietnam Veterans Memo¬ 
rial opened in Washington, D.C., in 1982, it proved 
almost as controversial as the war itself. 

It’s nothing more than two long slabs of black 
stone with the names — just the names — of every 
member of the U.S. Armed Forces killed or missing 
in Vietnam. No architectural flourishes. No patriotic 
symbols. Just the names of the dead, speaking for 
themselves and of only themselves. 

Americans still don’t agree on whether we should 
have gone to Vietnam, and on the tactics we em¬ 
ployed. The Wall doesn’t ask you to support the war 
— this one, or any other one. It only asks you to rec¬ 
ognize the sacrifice. It’s not the traditional American 
way of memorializing war. And that’s why it’s worth 
a look.

YESTERDAY'S HOMETOWN NEWS 

Riverside Park - before the Flags 


I n his book “Riverside Park,” David Cec- 
chi dates the use of the name back to 
1912. Most of us remember Edward 
J. Carroll, who purchased the 
park for $31,000 in 1939. Carroll 
made many improvements in 
1940 and added a roller coaster 
from the World’s Fair in 1941. In 
1948, he introduced auto racing 
to the area on his one-fifth mile 
racetrack. The ever-popular rac¬ 
ing lasted until 1999. 

One of the earliest influences 
on our lives at AHS occurred 
around 1923. That’s when Jasper 
DeForge and Superintendent of 
Schools Benjamin Phelps went 
to Riverside’s Lake Takadip to recruit life¬ 
guard Harmon Smith to come to AHS. The 
Riverside pool had a 300-foot diameter 
and was about II feet deep in the middle, 
even though much of the pool had shallow 
water. The diving platform from the mid¬ 
dle of the pool was still in the parking lot 
decades later. 

My first memories of Riverside were in 
the late ’50s when Jean Hebert, a ’53 who 
dated my sister Janet, would take me and 
Cliff Sheard to ride the roller coaster and 
the dodgems. Sometimes we played Skee- 
ball, trying to win great prizes worth at 
least 50 cents. 

Stock car racing was really popular. For 
a while Jean had his own racecar, which 
he worked on at his dad’s house at 1152 
Main St. Everyone had a favorite driver. 
Mine was Chauncey “Jocko” Maggiacomo. 
My friend Elliott Moren rooted for Buddy 
Krebs. Wild Bill Greco had plenty root¬ 


ing for him. Bill Greco talked to me a few 
years ago at Foxwoods. A1 Fini says Bill still 
comes up here to Massachusetts for race- 
car reunions. 

It’s tough to figure out your 
favorite pages of David Cecchi’s 
book. Pictures of the rides you 
used to go on certainly are up 
there, but my favorites are prob¬ 
ably the pictures with people I 
remember. Ronald and David 
Hamel are shown in a 1962 pic¬ 
ture and David Cecchi’s mom, 
Emily Dynia, is pictured on a 
pony cart in 1951. 

David’s chapter 8 is about 
the Riverside Roller Rink. Most 
everyone went there to watch the skaters 
go round and round as the organ played. 
The Maiolo family ran the rink from 1949 
to the mid ’70s, eventually building their 
own facility in 1978. You probably know 
someone who met their spouse there roll¬ 
er skating. 

Six Flags has certainly changed River¬ 
side. We could debate whether or not it 
is for the better. Surely, it is bigger. Surely, 
there is more traffic.

Things not seen 


T he Bible defines faith in Hebrews 
11:1 — “Now faith is the assurance 
of things hoped for, the conviction 
of things not seen.” Faith and hope make 

life worth living. The spiritual _ 

things — the things not seen 
— are really important. This 
scripture goes on to describe our 
ancestors in the faith, from Abel 
and Enoch and Noah to Abra¬ 
ham and Sarah.

1 was so frustrated because 1 want¬ 
ed to share the beauty of that place with 
my wife — for her to see what 1 had seen. 
But she didn’t see anything. 1 knew the 
awesome scenery was there — 1 had seen

it from a distance before. But for her, this 
was truly “things not seen.” And yet she be¬ 
lieved — because she trusted me! We need 
to have just that kind of trust in God. That 

_ is what faith is all about. 

Like our ancestors in the 
faith, all the people of God who 
came before us — even those 
we have personally known and 
loved — we all have been called 
to cling to our faith. We cling 
to the hope of a future that 
may seem too good to be true. 
We may not see any of what is 
promised yet. Can we believe in 
“things not seen”? Of course we 
can! Like believers in the past, 
we too must be steadfast in our 
faith, even when we see no signs of its ful¬ 
fillment. We have the example of the great 
cloud of witnesses that came before us. 
They were human beings just like us. We 
all love our families and friends and want 
the best for them — even though we are 
not in control. God is. God will fulfill his 
purposes. We all have the same hopes and 
dreams and aspirations. We all have the 
same doubts and fears and insecurities. 
But we must keep on keeping on, like those 
who came before us, because we know we 
can trust in a God who is everywhere and 
who is always for us, never against us. We 
have the assurance of things hoped for. We 
can believe in things not seen. Amen.

Neighbors of the property and other 
Agawam residents have been fighting 
the prospect of low-income housing on 
the property since it was announced last 
month that HAP had bought it. Two weeks 
ago, protestors filed a formal petition at a 
City Council meeting, with more than 500 
signatures collected online. Comments 
from several of those signers were also in¬ 
cluded. 

Many of the signatures came from out¬ 
side Agawam, but late last week, Gioscia 
said in a memorandum to the council that 
he had been able to certify enough signa¬ 
tures of town residents to declare the pe¬ 
tition valid. Under the terms of the Town 
Charter, the council is required to hold a 
public hearing to address a petition signed 
by 50 registered voters. 

However, Cichetti said he is unsure 
what action, if anything, the council can 
take. 

“Normally, in order to have a resolution 
that proposes purchasing a property, there 
would need to be a purchase and sales 
agreement in place,” said Cichetti, who also 
works in the real estate. “HAP right now is 
not even interested in selling the property. 
They have already purchased the property 
and spent a lot of money researching the 
property before buying it.” 

The land, a former farm, had been iden¬ 
tified by town officials as blighted and had 
been on the housing market for several 
years. 

During a meeting with HAP in late July, 
three councilors asked HAP representa¬ 
tives if they would consider selling the 
property. At the time, the representatives 
said they were moving forward with their 
plans for the 586 Mill St. property. 

One of those councilors, Robert Rossi, 


said he would have liked to see the town 
use CPA funds for half the purchase of the 
property and bond the rest. Half would 
have been preserved as open space while 
the other half could have been used for a 
future early childhood center. 

“And the town could have helped HAP 
find another property in town to create 
housing,” said Rossi. 

Now, Rossi said, it is important for the 
town to do its best to work with HAP and 
monitor the progress of a project that 
could be permitted under Chapter 40B, a 
state law that allows a developer of afford¬ 
able housing to ignore local zoning regula¬ 
tions. 

“The town should now do what it can 
in order to see what it can do in order to 
make sure there is a minimal impact on 
the community and the neighbors,” said 
Rossi. “We have time; this thing is not go¬ 
ing to be built tomorrow.” 

Cichetti estimates the public hearing 
will appear on the council agenda as new 
business in September, so the hearing it¬ 
self could be called for the Sept. 19 or Oct. 
3 council meeting. 

Gioscia said he was able to use the 
town’s database of registered voters to 
certify more than 50 signatures to validate 
the public hearing. Though none of the 
petitioners physically signed a document 
— support was collected online at Change, 
org — he said electronic petitions are not 
disallowed by the state. 

Meanwhile, the CPA does have the 
funds to purchase the property, but no 
formal discussions have taken place. CPA 
money could only be used to preserve the 
property as open space or for some type of 
recreation.

found for the barn, and whether it is worth 
the expense to fully renovate it. Board mem¬ 
bers have reached the consensus, however, 
that the building should not be allowed to 
fall into disrepair. 

The park, which was also a CPA-funded 
project, was opened in 2008 on the for¬ 
mer site of the Hampden County jail farm, 
which closed in the 1980s. The barn, which 
was part of the farm, dates from the 1880s 
and has since been listed on the National 


Register of Historic Places. It is currently 
being used for storage. 

The funds for the project come from the 
towns Community Preservation Act fund. 
The initial bids exceeded the budget by at 
least $200,000. The City Council and CPA 
Committee agreed in June to take a fur¬ 
ther $37,743 from the CPA fund to pay the 
towns engineering firm to rewrite the bid 
specification with several alternates, and 
re-advertise the bid.

ing on the wall for the names of people like his friend and 
fellow Agawam native Ned Connelly. 

“He was a helicopter pilot who helped pull people out 
when they were injured,” said Janulewicz. “During one in¬ 
cident, he pulled out a group of wounded soldiers, but was 
then killed when he went to rescue a second group.” 

Janulewicz and Hurley both believe seeing the names on 
the war will help bring some veterans closure and healing 
as they work their own personal conflicts from serving. 

Hurley also encourages all Agawam residents, 
not just veterans, to visit the wall with their families. 
“This is a very important part of our history and it is some¬ 
thing people should come and see, especially if they have 
not had an opportunity to go see the real wall,” said Hur¬ 
ley. 

The exposition sponsored bringing the wall 
to the area. Usually a municipality or nonprof¬ 
it group has to raise thousands of dollars to cov¬ 
er the cost of hosting the wall, Janulewicz said. 
“This is a rarity to have a company like the Big E do this,” 
he said. “It is a rare opportunity to see something like this 
without a cost to the town.” 

The wall will be open at the exposition grounds, on Me¬ 
morial Avenue just over the bridge from Agawam, from 8 
a.m. Thursday, Aug. 18, to 4 p.m. Sunday, Aug. 21. Atten¬ 
dance is free of charge. 

On Friday at 11 a.m., the Vietnamese-American com¬ 
munity of Massachusetts will conduct observances to hon¬ 
or and remember both American and South Vietnamese 
service members. 

On Saturday, all veterans are invited to a free communi¬ 
ty breakfast at the Big E Firehouse, 7-10:30 a.m. A commu¬ 
nity “ceremony to heal, learn, remember” will follow at 11 
a.m. with remarks from several Vietnam veterans, includ¬ 
ing Medal of Honor recipient Sammy Lee Davis, U.S. Army, 
and Navy SEAL Preston Hood. At 4 p.m., there will be a 
reading of the names of the servicemen and -women from 
Massachusetts who are on the wall and died in combat. 

On Sunday, Aug. 21, a tea hosted by Girl Scouts at 11 
a.m. will celebrate women veterans and hear from an Army 
veteran, Martha Green of Pittsfield, who served as a nurse 
in Vietnam. 

During the four-day event. Hurley said local veterans 
will be participating in interviews that will be filed with 
the Library of Congress. A group of Agawam High School 
students have contributed DVDs of veteran interviews in 
the past. 

The traveling wall, which was unveiled on Veterans Day 
1996, has visited more than 400 cities and towns through¬ 
out the nation. Inscribed on the wall are the names of the 
more than 58,307 men and women who gave their lives or 
remain missing from the Vietnam War.

Lockers rooms delayed, not ready for start of fall season

AGAWAM - While the outdoor 
work is right on schedule, a blip in 
football schedule will help with a 
major delay on the indoor work at 
Agawam High School. 

Jennifer Bonfiglio, the towns 
chief procurement officer and the 
person helping oversee the ath¬ 
letic facility project, reported last 
week it will be a few more weeks 


before the locker rooms at the 
high school are completely reno¬ 
vated. 

“The contractors found a lot of 
asbestos that caused significant 
delays in the work,” said Bonfiglio, 
who meets weekly with project 
managers to get updates and ad¬ 
dress issues with the $9.2 million 
project. “We are looking at well 
into September for completion of 
the locker rooms at this point.” 

An exact date for completion 


has not been pinpointed, but Bon¬ 
figlio said preparations are being 
made by Athletic Director David 
Stratton to secure a temporary 
space at the high school for stu¬ 
dent athletes to be able to change 
for sports and store equipment. 

The delays will not have a ma¬ 
jor effect on the high school’s ath¬ 
letic contests, fortunately. Teams 
playing soccer and field hockey 
that will utilize the outdoor sur¬ 
faces do not make trips to the 


locker room at halftime like foot¬ 
ball and basketball teams do. 

The Agawam High School foot¬ 
ball schedule has been released, 
and as a safety precaution, Strat¬ 
ton left a buffer for project con¬ 
tractors in the event of delays. The 
first home contest for football is 
not scheduled until Friday, Sept. 
30 at 7 p.m. when Holyoke will be 
the first team to visit the new Har¬ 
mon A. Smith Field for a football 
contest. 


Prior to the Sept. 30 game, 
there are numerous soccer and 
field hockey home games on the 
schedule, but the artificial turf 
field is nearing completion, with 
the turf itself already set, as well 
as numbers and lines already 
sewn into the field. 

The remainder of the proj¬ 
ect is on schedule and the 
substantial completion date 
is Aug. 26, which is the be-
